Significant National Weather 

Severe Weather: A quasi-stationary front extending from the Great Lakes to the 
Southern Plains will produce heavy precipitation. Some parts of the Central Plains and 
Middle Mississippi Valley could receive more than two inches today. Additionally, there 
is a slight risk of severe thunderstorms and flash flooding from the Central Plains to the 
Ohio Valley. 


Tornado Weather: There is less than a 2-percent chance of tornado activity today in all 
areas of the U.S. 


Critical Fire Weather: There is no Critical Fire Weather forecast for today throughout 
the U.S. However, there is an Elevated Risk of fire activity in southern Wyoming. 


Significant River Flooding: There is significant river flooding possible or likely today in 
parts of Iowa, Missouri, Illinois and southern Wisconsin. 
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Earthquake Activity: The United States Geological Survey (USGS) reported that a 
magnitude 4.4 earthquake occurred at 10:15 p.m. EDT on September 7, approximately 
1 1 miles to northwest of Hawthorne, Nevada and approximately 63 miles southeast of 
Carson City, Nevada at a depth of 2 miles. The USGS issued a “Green Pager Alert” for 
this earthquake, indicating a low likelihood for damage or injury. 


Tropical Weather: No tropical activity is occurring that poses a threat to any US 
territory. There are no coastal watches or warnings in effect at this time.
